It is now confirmed that the

cleared through the chief of 
telecommunications. Mail cen­ 
sorship. long in existence •be­ 
hind the scenes, now is out in 
the open. Huge piles of mail 
await censorship at the office 
of

telecommunications 
chief, apparently in charge of 
that job, too. 
This is the story of what has 
been happening to thousands 
suspected of opposing the r e ­ 
gime, as pieced together from 
the reports from the island:

Brown Mental

Division of Highways. 


County Planning Director 
Mary Summers 
made 
the 
planning staff side of the rec­ 
ommendation last night only 
with the understanding that 
the city councilmen to whom 
she spoke would limit access 
on the local Highway 101 (to 
the present route) to about 
one connection every half 
mile. 


The proposed easterly free­ 
way, she suggested, would need 
interchanges only in the Ig- 
racio area and at Atherton 
Avenue, as the local (present) 
highway would serve traffic 
within the city. 
The highway 
would have overpasses over 
major city streets. 


The majority of city of­ 
ficials, including councilmen 
and planning commissioners, 
seemed elated with the alter­ 
nate proposed. Figures used 
to reach the decision for the 
alternate 
seemed to have 
borne out the contention of 
some that the highway should 
not continue on the present 
course. 


Others suggested it be re­ 
routed even further east. 
No 
official stand was taken. 
The planning staff recom­ 
mendations were made, Mrs. 
Summers said, after she had 
“rid myself of any prejudices 
. . . and approached it from 
a purely technical view.” 
The alternate route proposed 
would start from the area of 
the Highway 37 junction and

It would run east of 
Poplar Terrace subdivision and 
cross Davidson Street just west 
of the Novato Sanitary District 
disposal plant.

Novoto Citizens Report On What 


They Want The City To Look Like 


Eight committees of Novato 
residents have taken a look at 
their city and had a say in 
how they would like to see it 
develop-—one group envision­ 
ing a metropolis from Petaluma 
Creek to Lucas Valley Road. 
Their reports go to the city 
planning commission Monday 
night as it takes the first step 
toward a master plan for No­ 
vato. 
Highlights of the reports: 
Annexation—The committee 
recommended as number one 
point a “rounding out of the 
present misshapen boundaries 
of 
the 
incorporated 
area,” 
which would encompass the en­ 
tire Novato sanitary district and 
expand the city to the 75 square 
miles of the Novato watershed. 
Expansion as far as the Lu­ 
cas Valley Road and north to 
include Novato Airport and the 
shores of Petaluma Creek were 
foreseen. Committee members 
envision the city eventually tak­ 
ing over the sanitary district, 
North Marin Water District and 
Novato Fire District. 
Commercial 
— 
Committee 
members concluded the pres­ 
ent commercial area is “poorly 
organized” and that too much 
land is zoned “commercial” in 
the wrong places. 
They differed from the pres­ 
ent plan in saying that most of 
the small outlying neighbor- 


hood shopping centers are not 
needed, favoring larger ones. 
They placed heavy stress on 
the need for parking facilities. 
Industrial— Committee mem­ 
bers reported lands bounded 
on the south by Hamilton Air 
Force Base, the west by High­ 
way 101 and the north by a 
line parallel to Highway 37 just 
east of Deer Island would be 
suitable 
for 
industrial 
use. 
Also land north of Atherton 
Avenue and land east of the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad. 
The committee encouraged 
light industry, with a high pro­ 
portion of skilled or technical 
workers. 
It 
recommended 
the

r ow zoned for industrial use 
between Highway 101 and the 
railroad tracks and between 
Sweetser and Atherton Avenue 
be rezoned commercial. 


Residential Density — Com­ 
mittee members came out for 
retaining the single family resi­ 
dential character of the area, 
while favoring industrial devel­ 
opment.

Beautification— “We feel No­ 
vato should be kept western 
and rural in feeling, architec 
ture and appearance,” the re­ 
port reads, including retention 
of the western style home and 
commercial construction, pre­ 
servation of natural terrain. 


Streets and Highways—Mem­ 
bers favored a bypass of the 
present Highway 101 for a lim­ 
ited access freeway while con­ 
verting the present route to a 
scenic parkway. 
They recommended a rapid 
transit terminal for south No­ 
vato and a street plan which 
would give smooth traffic flow 
to it.

Figures used 
to reach the decision for the 
alternate seemed to have 
borne out the contention of 
some that the highway should 
not continue on the present 
course. 


Others suggested it be re­ 
routed even further east. 
No 
official stand was taken. 
The planning staff recom­ 
mendations were made, Mrs. 
Summers said, after she had 
“rid myself of any prejudices 
. . . and approached it from 
a purely technical view.” 
The alternate route proposed 
would start from the area of 
the Highway 37 junction and 
angle further east than the 
present 
route, 
crossing 
the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
tracks. 
It would run east of 
Poplar Terrace subdivision and 
cross Davidson Street just west 
of the Novato Sanitary District 
disposal plant. 
It would hit 
Atherton Avenue at an inter-

The route is an approxima­ 
tion and precise survey fig­ 
ures are not available. 


The proposed route would 
cut through the Richard A. 
Hanna property northeast of 
the present Highway 101-37 in­ 
tersection. 
A slightly differ­ 
ent alternate would not affect 
the land so directly. 
T h e 
proposed 
alternate 
would be 4.6 miles from its 
take-off point to its return to 
the present route. 
The dis­ 
tance on the present 101 be­ 
tween the takeoff and return 
points of the alternate is 4.3 
miles. 


The Division of Highways 
has said that the alternate 
would mean 36 residences 
and two commercial estab­ 
lishments would be destroyed 
or rendered useless. Widen­ 
ing of the present 101 route 
would hit five residences and 
16 
commercial 
establish­ 
ments, state engineers have 
said. 


The route furthest east, sup­ 
ported by some Novato resi­ 
dents, would be 4.5 miles and 
hit nine residences and one 
commercial establishment. 
The route near the railroad 
tracks was chosen over that far­ 
ther east because, Mrs. Sum­ 
mers 
said, 
ultimately 
there 
would be pressure for an inter­ 
change, with a consequent dis­ 
rupting route to the center of 


the city, if the more remote 
route were used. 
It was recommended over 
widening of the present route 
because, she 
said, the 
city 
would not have to develop ex­ 
pensive feeder streets and the 
state would not have to con­ 
struct as many expensive inter­ 
changes. 
Also 
the 
frontage 
roads proposed if present 101 
w'ere widened would not be 
adequate for expected city in­ 
ternal traffic, she said. 


City officials still must 
take a stand on the report or 
wait to hear from the state, 
which has favored widening 
the present highway. 


W. Preston Smith, a state 
highway engineer, said 
last 
night that it would be several 
months 
before 
the division 
correlate Mrs. Summers’ fig­ 
ures with its own survey. 


Some of the points brought 
out in a survey of every fifth 
home in the Novato area and 
from driver interviews: 


1. “Possibly” 23 per cent of 
the shopping trips made leave 
Novato, and of that total, about 
16 per cent are headed for San 
Rafael. 
2. Sixteen per cent of the 
work trips head for Hamilton 
Air Force Base; 47 per cent go 
south; only three per cent head 
i.orlh; one per cent, west; two 
per cent, east; 31 per cent of 
the work trips are in Novato. 
3. During a typical weekday 
in each Novato household, there 
are 7.84 trips made. An aver­ 
age of four use Highway 101. 


Novato Citizens Report On What 


They Want The City To Look Like 


Eight committees of Novato 
residents have taken a look at 
their city and had a say in 
bow they would like to see it 
develop—one group envision­ 
ing a metropolis from Petaluma 
Creek to Lucas Valley Road. 
Their reports go to the city 
planning commission Monday 
night as it takes the first step 
toward a m aster plan for No­ 
vato. 
Highlights of the reports: 
Annexation—The committee 
recommended as number one 
point a “rounding out of the 
present misshapen boundaries 
of 
the 
incorporated 
area,” 
which would encompass the en­ 
tire Novato sanitary district and 
expand the city to the 75 square 
miles of the Novato watershed. 
Expansion as far as the Lu­ 
cas Valley Road and north to 
include Novato Airport and the 
shores of Petaluma Creek were 
foreseen. Committee members 
envision the city eventually tak­ 
ing over the sanitary district, 
North Marin W ater District and 
Novato Fire District. 
Commercial — Committee 
members concluded the pres­ 
ent commercial area is “poorly 
organized” and that too much 
lend is zoned “commercial” in 
the wrong places. 
They differed from the pres­ 
ent plan in saying that most of j 
the small outlying neighbor- j 


hood shopping centers are not 
needed, favoring larger ones. 
They placed heavy stress on 
the need for parking facilities. 
Industrial—Committee mem­ 
bers reported lands bounded 
on the south by Hamilton Air 
Force Base, the west by High­ 
way 101 and the north by a 
line parallel to Highway 37 just 
east of Deer Island would be 
suitable 
for 
industrial 
use. 
Also land north of Atherton 
Avenue and land east of the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad. 
The committee encouraged 
light industry, with a high pro­ 
portion of skilled or technical 
workers. 
It recommended the area 
row zoned for industrial use 
between Highway 101 and the 
railroad tracks and between 
Sweetser and Atherton Avenue 
be rezoned commercial. 
Residential Density — Com­ 
mittee members came out for 
retaining the single family resi­ 
dential character of the area, 
while favoring industrial devel­ 
opment. Apartments would be 
encouraged, if needed. 


The committee reported a 
split among members on use 


of land just north of the Air 
Force, some favoring residen­ 
tial use, others favoring “other 
than residential” use. 
It backed regulations sug­ 
gested by the county planning 
staff for trailer parks and fav­ 
ored 
“planned 
community” 
zoning 
which 
would 
mean 
stricter control. 


Beautification—“We feel No­ 
vato should be kept western 
and rural in feeling, architec­ 
ture and appearance,” the re­ 
port reads, including retention 
of the western style home and 
commercial construction, pre­ 
servation of natural terrain. 


Streets and Highways—Mem­ 
bers favored a bypass of the 
present Highway Í01 for a lim­ 
ited access freeway while con­ 
verting the present route to a 
scenic parkway. 
They recommended a rapid 
transit terminal for south No­ 
vato and a street plan which 
would give smooth traffic flow 
to it.

Saturday’« excursions on the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
between Tiburón and San Ra­ 
fael under auspices of the Bel- 
vedere-Tiburon Landmarks So­ 
ciety will recall the first excur­ 
sion over this route, 77 years 
ago. 


Train, engine, and rails were 
all brand new on May Day, 
1884, when railway magnate 
Peter Donahue hosted the ini­ 
tial excursion to celebrate com­ 
pletion of his new San Fran­ 
cisco and San Rafael Railroad, 
a branch of his San Francisco 
and North Pacific (both ances­ 
tor lines of the NWP). Regular 
operations began May 4. 
Donahue, a man who be­ 
lieved in launching his new en­ 
terprises with appropriate fan 
fare, ferried several hundred 
guests from San Francisco to 
Point Tiburón on the “James 
M. Donahue.” 
The guests were properly 
Impressed with the new rail 
road yards at “the Point,” in 
eluding the ferry slip with its 
more than 1,200 pilings. 
They boarded “magnificent 
new coaches manufactured ex­ 
pressly for the San Rafael 
travel,” according to a story in 
the Marin Journal, and rode 


the nine miles to San Rafael 
for a program of music and 
speeches in the as-yet-incom- 
plete depot at 4th and Tarnal- 
pais Avenue. 


“Thursday last was a red let­ 
ter day,” wrote the Journal edi­ 
tor in the next week’s edition. 
“We have reason for abundant 
rejoicing. It was indeed a mer­ 
ry May Day for San Rafael ” 
Colonel 
Donahue 
and 
his 
guests were mot “hy a great 
many of our people,” the Jour­ 
nal continue, 
“who received 
them 
with 
hearty cheering, 
supplemented by music of the 
San Rafael Band, all of which 
but feebly expressed the joy 
of our citizens at 1 he success­ 
ful organization of an enter­ 
prise which double our facili­ 
ties of communication with the 
metropolis, and confer upon 
us countless benefits.” 
Col. John II. Saunders, a 
member of the board of trus­ 
tees of the town of San Rafael, 
“voiced the sentiments and con­ 
gratulations,” according to the 
Journal. 
In 
reply, 
Donahue 
said: 
“I am glad to see you here, 
and to be here to see you. We 
now have the means to bring 
you here, to give you all a ride.

We have had many obstacles to 
fight in making this road, and 
it is not yet finished.”

come to Leopoldville when the 
talks ended. President Joseph 
Kasavubu was reported return­ 
ing by riverboat during 
the 
weekend. 
Political circles here did not 
hide their dissatisfaction with 
a statement on the Tshombe in­ 
cident made by President Ful- 
bert Youlou of the neighbor­ 
ing Congo republic. 
Youlou was reported to have 
said in Brazzaville yesterday 
that the arrest of Tshombe was 
an “act of banditry.”

called for his release.

Americas Must Erase First 
Communist Nation Here 


Apologists for Fidel Castro were 
confounded by his speech of Monday. 
Some had looked upon Castre as 
basically a democratic man, one de­ 
termined to carry out necessary social 
and land reforms to give the people 
more freedom and equality. 
He, like 
Mao Tze Tung, was really an “agrarian 
reformer," they said. 
Castro blasted all such talk. 
In a 
speech he appropriately delivered on 
May Day, the communist holiday, he 
grandly proclaimed Cuba the first ‘ so­ 
cialise’ state in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere. 
There still might have been some tiny 
possibility he really meant “socialist” 
and not “communist,” if he had ended 
his speech there. 
But he went on to 
say that elections, the means a free 
people have of expressing their will 
in the operation of their government, 
will not be held in the future. 
End of 
freedom! 
This is the same Castro who as a rebel 
hideout in the mountains of Oriente 
Province three years ago, 
demanded 
that Fulgencio Batiste permit free elec­ 
tions under the supervision of the 
Organization of American States. 
Just two years and two weeks ago, 
addressing the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors in Washington, this 
same Castro declared: 
1. “1 have said very clearly that we 
are not communists.” 


2. Cuba has no intentions of abrogat­ 
ing the agreement under which the 
United States maintains a naval base at 
Guantanamo Bay. 
3. Cuba will not confiscate foreign 
private industry. 
Since then he has: 
1. Established the first communist 
government in our hemisphere. 
2. Seized over a billion and a half 
dollars worth of United States-owned 
property. 
3. Declared he will retake Guanta­ 
namo “legally ” 
He has barred foreign priests from 
predominantly Catholic Cuba and has 
nationalized all Catholic schools as the 
next steps in his battle against the 
church. 
He has seized and controls all press 
and communications media in the island 
nation. 
He is in fact today, the dictator of a 
communist country 90 miles from our 
shores. 
This is the fact to which the people 
of our nation must awaken. 
It is the 
fact President Kennedy and his advisers 
are pondering. 
It is the fact all the 
other nations of the hemisphere are 
forced to face. 
Our nation, working with the others, 
must find a way to erase this fact if 
we ever hope to have peace in our 
hemisphere or anywhere else in the 
world.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—The 
annual 
battle 
between 
the 
State Board of Equalization 
and the public utilities over 
assessed valuation, has start­ 
ed again. 
Each year, the board fixes 
assessment rates on the basis 
of assessed valuations, the 
taxes to be collected later by 
cities and counties of Cali­ 
fornia. 
And each year, public utili­ 
ties, which are owned private­ 
ly, protest the assessments. 


THE 
UTILITIES 
contend 
that their assessments are out 
of line, as they are required 
to pay on the basis of 50 per 
cent of m arket value, while 
property alongside their own 
throughout the state is as­ 
sessed generally on a 25 per 
cent basis. 
They also hold that this 
procedure is unconstitutional 
on the part of the state, as 
the board is charged by the 
constitution of California to 
“equalize” taxes. 
While 
neither 
staff 
nor 
board members of equaliza­ 
tion know exactly w hat’s go­ 
ing to happen this year, they 
do see a possibility that com­ 
mon 
property 
assessments 
throughout 
the 
state 
may 
take an upward turn, that is, 
somewhat above the 25 per 
cent sought as a standard. 


EXACT KNOWLEDGE must 
wait until assessors’ reports 
are in. But advance inform a­ 
tion is to the effect that com­ 
mon 
property 
assessments 
throughout the 
state 
have 
been increased, due to several 
circumstances. 
First is the fact that prop­ 
erty values have not increased 
during the year. Second is the 
fact that in some counties, in­ 
creased 
assessments 
h a v e 
been made on farm lands, 
which are in the paths of sub­ 
urban development. 
Land-owners in some coun­ 
ties have protested vigorously 
this type of assessment, in 
which they claim small farm 
owners are being taxed out of 
house and home. 


And if the common prop­ 
erty assessments are increas­ 
ed, there would be some prob­ 
ability that the utility assess­ 
ments might drop to a small 
degree. 


ON MAY 22, the utilities 
will be advised by the board, 
at a meeting in Los Angeles, 
as to the exact figures the 
board is turning over to coun­ 
ty assessors for tax collec­ 
tions. However, the raito will 
not be final until the first 
Monday in August, when the 
board is required to complete 
its work on this year’s assess­ 
ments. 
Meanwhile, following the 
May 22 meeting, utilities will 
have opportunity to protest 
the board’s action, as they 
have done in the past. 
In the final analysis, of 
course, the common property 
owner pays utility taxes, as 
these are allowed as a part of 
the operating costs of the 
company, and reflect in util­ 
ity rates.

WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy is in grave trouble 
over the Cuban invasion 
The question is how the 
President decided to approve 
this venture which was, as the 
event has shown, so greatly 
misconceived. 
As I understand it, and con­ 
trary to the general impres­ 
sion, there was no serious ex­ 
pectation that the landing of 
the exiles would be followed 
immediately by a political up­ 
rising against Castro. The ob­ 
ject of the landing was to es­ 
tablish a beachhead for a civil 
war against Castro, and no 
plans seemed to have been 
made, no thought seems to 
have been given, to what we 
would do then, what the rest 
of Latin America would do 
then, what the Soviet Union 
would do, while the civil war 
was being fought, 


BAD AS HAVE been the 
consequences of the failure, 
they are probably less bad 
than would have been the in­ 
decisive partial success, which 
was the best that could con­ 
ceivably have been achieved. 
In order to support the rebel­ 
lion in Cuba we would have 
had to continue to violate not 
only our treaties with the oth­ 
er American states, but also 
our own laws which prohibit 
the preparation 
of foreign 
m ilitary expeditions in the 
United States. 
My own inquiries as to how 
the m isjudgment was made 
lead me to believe that the 
President was not protected 
by the New Hands — Bundy, 
Rostow, Schlesinger, and Rusk 
—against the bad advice of 
the Old Hands, Bissell and 
Dulles of the C. I. A., Lem- 
nitzer and Burke of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and Berle of 
the State Department. 


THERE IS NO doubt that 
the plans had been drawn up 
and the preparations made 
during the preceding admin­ 
istration. There is no doubt 
that the President insisted up­ 
on modifying these plans to 
avoid, as he thought and hop­ 
ed, any appearance of direct 
involvement of the 
United 
States armed forces. Though 
much has been said that this 
proviso ruined the plan, there 
is no doubt also that the 
Chiefs of Staff and the C.I.A. 
advised the President to pro­ 
ceed nevertheless. 
I believe an inquiry will 


show that the Secretary of 
State, although he had his 
misgivings, approved the plan. 
Contrary to much that has 
been said, I believe it to be 
true that Adlai Stevenson and 
Chester Bowles were excluded 
from the deliberations which 
preceded the fatal decision. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
record 
will show, I believe, th at the 
one man who participated in 
the deliberations and pleaded 
with th e President not to ap­ 
prove the plan was Sen. J. W.

Americas Must Erase First 
Communist Nation Here 


Apologists for Fidel Castro were 
confounded by his speech of Monday. 
Some had looked upon Castro as 
basically a democratic man, one de­ 
termined to carry out necessary social 
and land reforms to give the people 
more freedom and equality. 
He, like 
Mao Tze Tung, was really an “agrarian 
reformer,” they said. 
Castro blasted all such talk. 
In a 
speech he appropriately delivered on 
May Day, the communist holiday, he 
grandly proclaimed Cuba the first “so­ 
cialist” state in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere. 
There still might have been some tiny 
possibility he really meant “socialist” 
and not “communist,” if he had ended 
his speech there. 
But he went on to 
say that elections, the means a free 
people have of expressing their will 
in the operation of their government, 
will not be held in the future. End of 
freedom! 
This is the same Castro who as a rebel 
hideout in the mountains of Oriente 
Province three years ago, demanded 
that Fulgencio Batiste permit free elec­ 
tions under the supervision of the 
Organization of American States.

Annual Battle Over Assessed Value 


Of Utilities Is Ready To Start 


SACRAMENTO (CNSl—The 
annual 
battle 
between the 
State Board of Equalization 
and the public utilities over 
assessed valuation, has start­ 
ed again. 
Each year, the board fixes 
assessment rates on the basis 
of assessed valuations, the 
taxes to be collected later by 
cities and counties of Cali­ 
fornia. 
And each year, public utili­ 
ties, which are owned private­ 
ly, protest the assessments. 


THE 
UTILITIES 
contend 
that their assessments are out 
of line, as they are required 
to pay on the basis of 50 per 
cent of market value, while 
property alongside their own 
throughout the state is as­ 
sessed generally on a 25 per 
cent basis. 
They also hold that this 
procedure is unconstitutional 
on the part of the state, as 
the board is charged by the 
constitution of California to 
“equalize” taxes. 
While 
neither staff 
nor 
board members of equaliza­ 
tion know exactly what’s go­ 
ing to happen this year, they 
do see a possibility that com­ 
mon 
property 
assessments 
throughout 
the 
state 
may 
take an upward turn, that is, 
somewhat above the 25 per 
cent sought as a standard. 


EXACT KNOWLEDGE must 
wait until assessors’ reports 
are in. But advance informa­ 
tion is to the effect that com­

assessments 
throughout the 
state 
have 
been increased, due to several 
circumstances. 
First is the fact that prop- 
en y values have not increased 
during the year. Second is the 
fact that in some counties, in­

■ H I made on farm lands, 
which are in the pat hs of sub­ 
urban development. 
Land-owners in some coun­ 
ties have protested vigorously 
this type of assessment, in 
which they claim small farm 
owners are being taxed out of 
house and home. 


And if the common prop­ 
erty assessments are increas­ 
ed, there would be some prob­ 
ability that the utility assess­ 
ments might drop to a small 
degree. 


ON MAY 22, the utilities 
will be advised by the board, 
at a meeting in Los Angeles, 
as to the exact figures the 
board is turning over to coun­ 
ty assessors for tax collec­ 
tions. However, the raito will 
not be final until the first 
Monday in August, when the 
board is required to complete 
its work on this year’s assess­ 
ments. 
Meanwhile, following the 
May 22 meeting, utilities will 
have opportunity to protest 
the board’s action, as they 
have done in the past. 
In the final analysis, of 
course, the common property 
owner pays utility taxes, as 
these are allowed as a part of 
the operating costs of the 
company, and reflect in util­ 
ity rates.

Iri Reid, 
Inverness, 
Succumbs 


Irl Hicks Reid, 66. an In­ 
verness resident for 43 years 
and employee of RCA Commu­ 
nications for 42 years, died 
yesterday in a local hospital. 
He had been in failing health 
for some time but was hospital­ 
ized only briefly. 
Throughout his flight Shepard had been in radio 
Reid was a radio engineer 
voice communication with the control center here and 
the recovery forces at sea.

Golf Pro's Tips 


Help You Tee Off 


Diagonal Stripes

SACRAMENTO IUPD— One of 
the delights of golf is that, you 
can enjoy playing th e gam e, 
with almost anyone. 
This is because it is one of 
the few games in which you ac­ 
tually compete against your­ 
self. 
But before we talk about 
how you b etter your game, let 
us get you started on it. How 
do you begin? Should you take 
lessons? 
W here 
is

place to play? 
Y our 
introduction 
to 
the 
game, which usually is through 
friends, can be at a golf club, 
driving range or on th e living 
room carpet. 
This introduc­ 
tion certainly should be fol­ 
lowed up with lessons from a 
well qualified professional. 
I would recom m end a series 
of 12 lessons. 
At least eight of 
them should be taken before 
ven turing onto the fairway. 
K nowing the basic essentials 
of th e game will m ake playing 
it m ore pleasant by building up 
y cur confidence and teaching 
you the etiquette of the g o l f 
course. 
W here you play later 
naturally depends on w here you 
live and on w hether you can af­ 
ford to belong to a private club 
or would prefer to play at a 
public one. 
1 will give you a tip on the 
selection of golf clubs later, but 
first le t’s talk about th e most 


im p ortan t thing in 
the 
golf 
game: the swing. 
O ne of the m o s t im portant 
things about the swing is that 
it should be done as a “one 
piece 
operation.” 
T he 
basic 
parts of a good swing are a 
p ro p er grip, stance and align­ 
m ent of your body. 
Y our 
teacher 
will 
dem on­ 
strate each of these to you in 
detail. 
He will show you how 
to get everything in motion at 
the sam e time. 
He will also e x­ 
plain th a t properly executed 
footwork is essential to a prop­ 
er swing and th at with it you 
are able to shift your weight 
evenly, which perm its your hips 
and shoulders to move easily 
back and around. This, in turn, 
enables 
you 
to 
swing 
your 
hands to the correct position at 
the top of the backswing and to 
build up the power, which you 
m ust unleash directly at the 
ball on the downswing. 
Since the very n a tu re of the 
swing m akes it hard to describe 
and m uch sim pler to dem on­ 
strate, 
it 
should 
he 
learned 
with a professional. 
This is

Deck the same way every tim e. 
On the backswing there is a 
sim ultaneous turn of the left 
shoulder and of the right hip. 
On the downswing, there is a 
sim ultaneous turn in g of the left 
shoulder and of the left hip. 
These m ovem ents should make 
the hands swing freely into th e 
proper position in the back­ 
swing and then through tho 
ball to the proper full finish. 
This 
action 
also 
encourages 
naturalness in the swing which 
we m ust try to m aintain as 
much as possible. 
1 would suggest that you do 
not venture out onto the golf 
course until the swing does 
come naturally. Otherwise false 
starts may discourage you Two 
other tips for golfers at all 
stages: 
Relax when you 
ap­ 
proach the ball, and concen­ 
trate. 
Both are essential.

What’s more he supplies three 
quilt tops for the work.” 
POPULAR PATTERNS 
The two most popular pat­ 
terns are flower garden and 
double wedding ring. A widely 
circulated newspaper account 
once told about their efforts 
to revive interest in quilting. 
Mail poured into North New­ 
ton from eight different states. 
“So many of the writers said 
that they didn’t know that any 
quilting groups existed today,” 
said one member. “A good 
many also said they had wait­ 
ed for years and years to find 
a group of women who did 
quilting. They thought the art 
had died forever.” 
To meet increasing demands 
for quilts, the group recently 
enlarged membership. B u t 
there is a good reason f o r 
t h e i r being discriminating 
about it. 
SAMPLE FIRST 
“We cannot throw our work 
here open to the public and let 
just anyone come to quilt,” ex­ 
plained a member.
